Mathewson, baseball experts agreed, 


possessed all the attributes of a bril- 
liant moundsman as well as those of 
a great athlete—natural skill, keen 
knowledge of the sport, generalship 
and coolness under fire. 
One of the 


roost popular figures In the history 
of the game, among players and fans 
alike, "Big Six" also was a hero and 
idol to the army of youthful follow- 
ers of the national pastime. 


"Matty was without a peer, either 


before or since the days he was at 
the height of his greatness," declared 
John McGraw at one time in paying 
tribute to the pitcher. 


"He had a greater variety of stuff 


than any pitcher 
I ever knew or

Judge Advocate Foley de- 
livered it in person and Mitchell re- 
fused to accept service under advice 
JL Iiis counsel. 


While the court was In executive 


session determining its course, after 
Mitchell had objected to taking the 
oath, Representative Frank R. Reid of 
Illinois, his attorney, rrjade public a 
communication which the colonel sent 
Wednesday to the adjutant general of 
the army. 


Advised officially that Col. Mitchell 


had refused to appear, the court di- 
rected the judge advocate to commun- 
cate the fact to the war department 
which originally had ordered Mitchell 
;o come before the court and give 
Testimony.

THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS 


President 
Coolklge's declaration of 


policy on national defense and militarism, 
and his pronouncement upon racial and 
religious tolerance will we lieiieve be ac- 
cepted by the great mass of the American 
people as the voicing of their own senti- 
ment upon both of those, now much de- 
bated, questions. 


"Whether one traces his Americanism 


back three centuries to the Mayflower, 
or three years to the steerage, is not half 
so important as whether his Americanism 
of today is real and genuine. 
No matter 


by what various craft? we came here, we 
are all in the same boat now." 
That 


statement we think embodies the popular 
American conception of the situation in 
this country, and is. moreover, the ex- 
pression of the underlying sentiment that 
has permitted people brought together 
from the ends of the earth to live in har- 
mony and p^aco under the government of 
the Viihed Stales. 


Upon the question of National defense 


the President again voices the popular 
idea, 
lie ean see "no merit in any tm- 


nere^sary expenditure of money to build 
jie.-is and carry muskets when internation- 
al relations and agreements permit the 
turning of such resources into the making 
of iirxxl road5:, the building of better 
lmm.es. ihe promotion of education, and 
all the other arts of peace which minister 
to the advancement of human welfare." 


The American people have never been 


willing to pay taxes to support a military 
system any larger than was demanded by 
existiug conditions. On the other hand they 
have been willing to spend tremendous 
sums for schools, roads, and similar pub- 
lic ventures. 
While there may be some 


question as to just how much was needed 
for an adequate national defense, the ma- 
jority of American people agree with Mr. 
Coolidge when he says, ''National defense 
should at all times be supported but any 
form of militarism should be resisted." 


The experience of the nation on this 


question shows that in principle the peo- 
ple have been right upon this question. 
The fact that money is spent for roads, 
schools, and homes rather than for battle- 
ships does not mean that the national de- 
fense is neglected. Perhaps the greatest 
national defense measure known is the 
American Public school system. The speed 
with which the American Soldiers were 
mobilized and trained during the "World 


war, 
their quick understanding of orders, 


their comprehension of the country's 
needs, the initiative of the individuals, 
and all of those factors that contrasted 
the American soldier with those from 
other lands was a great tribute to ihe 
educational system in America. 


Good roads are no less a defense mea- 


sure, and the value of good homes in con- 
nection with national defense is obvious. 


The President's statement of his stand

An individual American these days has

ANTITOXIN IS ANTIDOTE 


What oould possibly cause a parent to 
object 


to the administration of antitoxin to a child des- 
perately 'ill of diptheria. as did the poor ignorant 
father in the case we described the other day? 


Of course the child may have been 
doomed in 


any event. 
Nevertheless there is a mathematical 


certainty about this fact: Antitoxin administered 
in sufficient dose and early enough in the course 
of diphtheria, preferably in a vein, completely anti- 
dotes the diphtheria toxin or poison and saves life. 


NATURE'S OWN ANTIDOTE 


Ignorant, superstitious, credulous 
people 
have 


only vague ideas about antitoxin. The name of it 
connotes something evil or dangerous in their poor 
minds. But any one of ordinary intelligence should 
under stand tliat anti means against or opposite 
to. and that toxin means poison; in short, antitox- 
in is antidote, the antidote for the poison of diph- 
theria. 
Antitoxin is manufactured 
by nature 
*n 
the 


blood of every victim of diphtheria, and if enough 
is produced the diphtheria patient presently gets 
well naturally or spontaneously, without any hu- 
man aid whatever. 
If the natural process of anti- 


toxin manufactured is a little slow, the diphtheria 
poisoning presently gains the upper hand' and the 
victim succumbs, unless human 
aid is promptly 


given, and even then the aid may come too late. 


Healthy young horses are given minute doses of 


diphtheria toSin or poison (not diphtheria germs, 
hu. the poison formed by their growth, as alcohol 
is formed by the growth of yeast plants) which are 
gradually increased as the horses 
gradually 
de- 


velop immunity against the poison. 
In time the 


horses so treated dexelope sufficient immunity to 
with stand an enormous dose of the toxin which 
would kill an ordinary Horse. The blood of theso 
immunized horses is used as antitoxin, of course 
nfter it has been scientifically tested and 
freed 


of its corpuscles and concentrated and standard- 
ized, so that a given quantity contains just so 
many units of antitoxin. 


MEASURED WITH SCIENTIFIC ACCURACY 
' A unit of antitoxin is the quantity of the anti- 


dote required to neutralize or render innocuous the 
smallest quantity of diphtheria 
toxin or poison 


which is fatal to a small animal such as the guinea 
pig.A young- animal, or a young child is enormous- 
ly more susceptible to the diphtheria poison than 
an older individual is. and consequently the young- 
er the child the 
greater the dose 
of antitoxin 


ncessary. relatively speaking. 


It is simpler to think of antitoxin in thousand 


unit doses rather than single units, for the diph- 
theria poisoning, in the average case of diphtheria 
in a. child, is a matter of thousand unit 
assaults
